Mafrey R. Sessom was bom July 9,1926 as the youngest of fourteen children bom to Ivy 
Bryant and Mattie Temple Richardson in Wake County, North Carolina. 

She was married to Ed Sessom; a marriage that exceeded fifty-three years, also of Wake 
County, North Carolina. They had two sons: Dennis H. and D. Michael Sessom. Dennis is 
employed by Duke Energy; a twenty-six year tenure of service.

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HISTORY OF PATTERSON SPRINGS BAPTIST CHURCH 



Historically speaking one hundred and five years ago 
thirty five of God’s children established a small church 
in a rural community south of Shelby. The Patterson 
Station Baptist Church, which is now the Patterson 
Springs Baptist Church, was organized on October 18, 
1895, at the old Ellis School House. The organization 
was begun as a mission under the direction of Elizabeth 
Baptist Church, and met in a brush arbor. Handicapped 
in the beginning by short pastorates, many dedicated 
and resourceful men have pastored the church with each 
making worthy contributions to its leadership and 
growth. The first full-time pastor was called in 1951 
following sixteen men who served for fifty-five years 
as quarter-time and half-time leaders. In all twenty-four 
pastors have served the Lord at Patterson Springs with 
three of these pastors eventually being called to full time 



The first church building was constructed about 1897, the second in 1923, and the present 
in 1968. The parsonage was built in 1951. The education building was constructed in 1956- 
57, and a Christian Fellowship Growth Center in 1986. The CFGC buildmg includes a kitchen, 
Sunday School rooms, meeting space, 
fellowship and recreation areas, and a full 
basement recently renovated for additional 
Sunday School space. 

Many, many changes have taken place 
during the church’s history. But the real “His- 
story” of Patterson Springs Baptist Church is 
that even through the opportunities and 
problems experienced in churches, PSBC 
continues to be a light for the community 
which it serves. Under the present leadership’s 
tenure, the focus of the church has been 
prayer, Bible study, and evangelism. As a 
result, God has saved and changed hundreds 
of lives for His glory. Those bom into the 
Kingdom of God have become great soul- 
winners and prayer warriors themselves as 
God has worked through the local fellowship. 

Our prayer is that God would continue to use 
our church to reach people with the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ. 

Currently, Rev. Steve Waters serves as 
pastor. Rev. Dale Clark serves as minister of 
music! Tim Lee serves as minister of children 
youth and Mrs. Brenda Champion serves as secretary. 


HISTORY OF NEW HOPE BAPTIST CHURCH 



New Hope Baptist Church was formally organized 
in August 1874. The records show that Earl School 
asked Rev. Thomas Dixon and the elders of Buffalo 
Church in South Carolina to help with the organiza¬ 
tion. This came after a week’s brush arbor revival con¬ 
ducted by Rev. Dixon on the ground now occupied by 
the present church building. There were 50 converts 
from this revival and others from nearby churches 
brought their letters making a total of 161 charter mem¬ 
bers. 

Rev. Thomas Dixon, then pastor of Buffalo Baptist 
Church, 5 miles to the south in South Carolina, with 
several laymen, helped to organize and start the new 
church. The name New Hope was chosen because it 
represented the feelings of the band of new converts. 
Able Earl gave five acres of land and J.W. Gibbons 
also gave land including a spring of water on the ground for the new church. Since that time 
New Hope has built 3 church buildings. The present church building has been occupied since 
August 1954. New Hope bought the Earl School property in 1968. The church has had 29 

pastors during its 125 years of ministry. . 

During the history of New Hope seven people have been ordained into the ministry. Evans 
Crawford and Lawrence McSwain were ordained during the 1920’s. Joe Bridges in 1950 
Michael Sepaugh in 1967, George Griffin in 1995, Crystal Champion in 1997 and David 

New Hope called its first full-time pastor in 1950 and built a parsonage that same year. In 
1958 the church called its first paid part-time Music Director and in the 1960’s a part-time 
secretary became a member of the staff. In 1987 the church took another large step and called 
a full-time Music, Youth and Children’s Director. We also presently employ a custodian.

Currently New Hope has a 
membership of 349. M. David 
Gordon is the Pastor and Bob 
Ashba is the Minister of Music, 
Youth and Children. 

In August 1999, New Hope 
Church celebrated 125 years of 
service for our Lord and Saviour. 
During this celebration the 
church had a brush arbor service 
that refreshed the memories of 
the church’s beginning.

ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION p hcaroiina 
of 

KINGS MOUNTAIN BAPTIST ASSOCIATION, INC. 

A NONPROFIT CORPORATION 


We, the undersigned natural persons of the age of eighteen or more, acting as 
incorporators for the purpose of creating a nonprofit corporation under the laws of 
the State of North Carolina, as contained in Chapter 55A of the General Statutes of 
North Carolina, entitled “Nonprofit Corporation Act,” and the several amendments 
thereto, do hereby set forth: 


ARTICLE I - NAME 

The name of the corporation is KINGS MOUNTAIN BAPTIST ASSOCIATION, 
INC. and shall be located in Cleveland County, Shelby, North Carolina. 

ARTICLE II - DURATION 

The period of duration of the corporation shall be perpetual. 

ARTICLE III - PURPOSE 

A. The purpose of Kings Mountain Baptist Association, Inc. is to provide train¬ 

ing, enhance unity, promote growth and fellowship among Baptist churches and part¬ 
ner with local congregations and other Great Commission organizations in doing 
missions and ministry. , 

B. In furtherance of its purposes, and to the extent necessary to carry out sucn 
purposes, the corporation: 

1. Shall have all the powers given to and possessed by a North Carolina 
Corporation organized under the North Carolina Nonprofit Corporation 

2. May engage in any lawful activity within the purposes for which the 
corporation may be organized which are incidental to and in furtherance 
of the exempt purposes of the corporation. 

C. No part of the net earnings of the corporation shall inure to the benefit ot, 
or be distributable to its members, trustees, officers or other private persons, except 
to pay reasonable compensation for services rendered and to make payments an 
distributions in furtherance of the purposes as set forth in the Articles. 

D. The purposes for which the Kings Mountain Baptist Association is orga¬ 
nized are exclusively religious, charitable, scientific, literary, and educational within 
the meaning of Section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 or the corre¬ 
sponding provision of any future United States Internal Revenue law. 


E. No substantial part of the activities of the corporation shall be the carrying 
on of propaganda, or otherwise attempting to influence legislation, and the corpora¬ 
tion shall not participate in, or intervene in (including the publishing or distribution 
of statements) any political campaign on behalf of any candidate for public of ice. 
Notwithstanding any other provision of these articles, the corporation shall not carry 
on any other activities not permitted to be carried on [a] by a corporation exempt 
from federal income tax under section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code of 
1986 (or the corresponding provision of any future U.S. Internal Revenue Law) or 
[bl by any corporation, contributions to which are deductible under Section 170(c)(2) 
of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 (or the corresponding provision of any future 
U.S. Internal Revenue Law). 


ARTICLE IV - GOVERNMENT 

The government of this incorporated association shall be by elected representa¬ 
tives, known as messengers, from the member churches, meeting two times annu¬ 
ally or at such other times as called in accordance with the By-laws of the incorpo¬ 
rated association, and, in the interim, by the executive committee of the incorpo¬ 
rated association. Final authority is vested in the association as to all matters of 
business, finance, and programs. The members of the governing body shall have 
authority to adopt and amend By-laws, approve budgets, and to employ staff to di¬ 
rect or assist in directing the purposes of this incorporated association. 


ARTICLE V - OFFICERS 

The officers of this incorporated association shall be the officers set forth in the 
By-laws. 


ARTICLE VI - MEMBERSHIP 

The corporation shall have one class of members as provided by the By-laws 
members being the total of all members of the churches affiliated voluntarily with 
the incorporated association. Membership of the member churches shall be accepted 
by majority vote of the association at a regular semi-annual session of the incorpo¬ 
rated association. 


ARTICLE VII - DIRECTORS 

The Executive Committee, as established by the By-laws, shall be and constitute 
the directors of the corporation, having such powers as are provided by law and the 
By-laws. 

ARTICLE VIII - INITIAL DIRECTORS 

The initial directors shall be the twenty (20) members of the existing Executive 
Committee and their terms shall be the same as the Executive Committee of the 
Kings Mountain Baptist Association of Shelby, North Carolina, whose names and 
addresses are as follows:

ARTICLE IX - DISSOLUTION

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BY-LAWS OF THE 

KINGS MOUNTAIN BAPTIST ASSOCIATION, INC. 

(Also referred to as the Association, KMBA, or 
Kings Mountain Baptist Association) 

BY-LAW I MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1: The Association shall be composed of cooperating Baptist Churches in 
the area of the Association. 

Section 2: Churches desiring membership in the Association shall apply to the 
Membership Committee. Application should include: 

(1) Formal action by the group seeking admission reflecting that seventy- 
five percent (75%) of those voting expresses their intent to cooperate. 

(2) A written statement reflecting their beliefs and practices. 

(3) A written statement that expresses their intent to cooperate. 

(4) A willingness to meet with the Membership Committee to discuss 
other items of mutual interest to both parties. 

The Membership Committee should be sensitive to groups seeking its services 
and be willing to present a statement of Baptist belief and practice and what it means 
to cooperate with the churches in the Association in a world-wide mission program. 
If recommended by this committee and accepted by the Association, a mission or a 
church shall agree to come under the watchcare of the Association for a minimum of 
six (6) months. Membership within the Association shall be determined by vote of 
the Association at any biannual meeting. Churches under the watchcare shall be en¬ 
titled to all rights and privileges of the Association except their members shall not 
hold office nor vote. 

Section 3: The Association shall be the sole judge of its membership and may re¬ 
ceive churches, or reject churches, according to its By-Laws. Member 
churches may also withdraw as they desire, and if requested, the Asso¬ 
ciation Executive Committee may grant letters of recommendation to 
other like associations. 

BY-LAW II MEETINGS 

Section 1: The Association shall meet biannually. It shall convene on the Monday 
following the fourth Sunday in April and Monday and Tuesday following 
the fourth Sunday in October. 

Section 2: Special meetings may be called by the Moderator or Executive Committee, 
provided two (2) weeks notice is given to all affiliated churches. 

Section 3: Each church shall elect annually, in addition to the pastor, two (2) messengers 
to the meetings of the Association for each fifty (50) members of the church, 
provided each church shall not have less than three (3) nor more than ten 
(10) messengers, ALONG WITH ALL ASSOCIATIONAL OFFICERS, these 
shall constitute the voting body of the Association. The names of the 
messengers printed in the minutes shall include only those in attendance and 
registering at the Associational Meetings. 
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BY-LAW III PARLIAMENTARY RULES 

Robert’s Rules of Order shall be followed as the Association’s rules for conduct¬ 
ing its deliberative assemblies, except as the Association prescribes otherwise. 

BY-LAW IV ASSOCIATION YEAR 

The Association Year shall begin October 1 and close September 30. 


BY-LAW V AUTHORITY 

Each church in this Association is independent and sovereign in its own affairs, 
and the Association has no authority over the churches. 


BY-LAW VI OFFICERS AND THEIR ELECTIONS 

Section 1: The officers of the association shall be the Moderator, Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk-Treasurer, Assistant Clerk-Treasurer, Auditor, Historian, Sunday 
School Director, Discipleship Training Supporter, Music Director, Men’s 
Ministries Coordinator, Women’s Missionary Union Director, and Par¬ 


liamentarian. 

Section 2: The Moderator, Vice-Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer and Assistant Clerk- 
Treasurer shall be nominated by the Nominating Committee. The floor 
will then be open for additional nominations. This election will occur 
on the last day of the October biannual meeting. All other officers shall 
be contacted and nominated by the Nominating Committee and elected 
during the April biannual session. 

Section 3: The newly elected Moderator, Vice-Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer and As¬ 
sistant Clerk-Treasurer shall assume at the close of the annual session 
all duties incumbent upon them relating to work of the ensuing associa- 
tional year. All other officers shall assume all duties incumbent upon 
them relating to the work of the ensuing year on October 1. 

Section 4: Any person having served two (2) terms as Moderator shall be ineligible 
for re-election for two years. 


BY-LAW VII DUTIES OF OFFICERS 

Section 1: The Moderator shall preside over the meeting of the body, appoint Com¬ 
mittee on Committees and Committee on Enrollment, and shall be the 
Chairperson of the Associational Executive Committee and be ex-officio 
(without voting privileges) member of all other committees. Upon 
completion of his term of office, the Moderator shall become a member- 
at-large [for two (2) years] of the Missions Committee and Executive 
Committee. 

Section 2: The Vice-Moderator shall preside in the absence, or at the pleasure, of 
the Moderator, and shall be the Vice-Chairman of the Executive Com¬ 
mittee, Chairman of the Missions Committee, and Chairman of the Cal¬ 
endar Committee. 

Section 3: The Clerk-Treasurer shall send annual report forms to the member 
churches at least a month before the Association’s October Biannual 
Meeting, distribute at that meeting copies of the digest of these reports, 
and make an accurate record of the proceedings of the Association, su¬ 
pervise the printing and distributing of Minutes to the member churches, 
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keep on file copies of Minutes, records, and other documents of the As¬ 
sociation, and shall also serve as Secretary of the Executive Committee. 
This officer shall inform all members elected to office or appointed to 
serve on committees of such action and shall receive and bank all funds 
of the Association in the name of the Association; disburse the same 
upon instructions from the Association, its Executive Committee, or as 
designated in the budget (no money is to be disbursed which is not in¬ 
cluded in the budget except upon recommendation of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee to the Executive Committee or the Association in biannual ses¬ 
sion); render an accurate report of receipts and disbursements and dis¬ 
tribute same at the biannual meetings and give a report at each quarterly 
Executive Committee meeting and keep books available and up-to-date 
for examination. 

Section 4: The Assistant Clerk-Treasurer will serve in the absence of the Clerk- 
Treasurer or by request of the Clerk-Treasurer. The Assistant Clerk-Trea¬ 
surer will also be authorized to sign checks for the Association. 

Section 5: The Auditor shall, at the close of the Associational Year, make an audit 
of the Treasurer’s records and report to the Association in the October 
biannual session. 

Section 6: The Historian shall collect and preserve historical data on the Associa¬ 
tion and its churches, and make a written report to each October bian¬ 
nual meeting of the Association. 

Section 7: The Sunday School Director shall cooperate with the Executive Direc¬ 
tor and the Church Development Director in promoting the work of the 
Sunday School. This officer shall attend the Executive Committee meet¬ 
ings and offer creative plans to this committee that would promote this 

The Associational Sunday School should assist church leaders to be more 
effective in their responsibility. This should include: 

1. Provide opportunities for fellowship and inspiration. 

2. Interpret the Sunday School Program. 

3. Train Sunday School leaders. 

4. Consult with Sunday School leaders concerning their program. 

5. Provide organization and leadership for cooperative work among the 
churches. 

Section 8: The Discipleship Training Supporter shall cooperate with the Executive 
Director and the Church Development Director in promoting the work 
of Discipleship Training. This officer shall attend Executive Commit¬ 
tee meetings, maintain the on-going work of Discipleship Training at all 
times, and give a report at the biannual sessions of the Association. 
Section 9: The Music Director shall provide leadership for the Association in biannual 
sessions and when requested at other times during the year. This officer 
shall attend the Executive Committee meetings and offer creative plans to 
this Committee that would promote the work. He shall encourage music 
growth in the churches throughout the year and shall make a written report 
to the October biannual meeting. 

Section 10: The Men’s Ministries Coordinator shall cooperate with the Executive Direc¬ 
tor and the Church Development Director in promoting the work of men and 


boys in the churches. This officer shall attend the Executive Committee 
meetings and offer creative plans to promote the development of men and 
boys and an awareness of world mission needs. 

Section 11: The Woman’s Missionary Union Director serves on the Executive Com¬ 
mittee of the Association and works with the Executive Director and the 
Church Development Director; leads the WMU Council; confers with 
our associational WMU officers and assists them in their work; leads in 
providing opportunities for leaders and members of their church WMUs 
to have fellowship and receive inspiration concerning their mutual mis¬ 
sion task; leads in interpreting the WMU program to church leaders; leads 
in training church WMU workers and members; consults with church 
leaders concerning initiation of WMU work and the improvement of 
existing work; presides at and plans for associational meeting, leads in 
associational WMU annual planning; leads in discovering mission ac¬ 
tion needs and in coordinating the work being done; and reports progress 
of WMU work to the Association and serves as contact between the As¬ 
sociation and state WMU. 

Section 12: The Youth Ministry Coordinator shall, under the supervision of the Ex¬ 
ecutive Director and the Church Development Director, serve as chair¬ 
man of the Youth Ministry Committee of the Kings Mountain Baptist 
Association. 

Section 13: The Parliamentarian shall, at the Biannual Meetings of the Association, 
rule on all questions of parliamentary procedure which shall arise dur¬ 
ing the sessions. The Parliamentarian shall serve as a resource person to 
the churches and shall, upon request, advise and assist the churches on 
matters of parliamentary procedure. 

Section 14: Vacancies occurring between biannual sessions shall be filled by the Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee, except the office of Moderator, in which case the 
Vice-Moderator shall automatically become Moderator. 

BY-LAW VIII COMMITTEES 

Section 1: The Association shall have the following standing committees, with their 
terms of office being from the close of the October biannual meeting 
through the following October biannual meeting.

Committee on Committees 

BY-LAW IX DUTIES OF COMMITTEES 

Section 1: BY-LAWS COMMITTEE, composed of three (3) members shall be avail¬ 
able to study changes or revisions in the By-laws, and make recommen¬ 
dations as needed. 

Section 2: CALENDAR COMMITTEE shall be composed of the following Asso- 
ciational officers: Sunday School Director, Discipleship Training Sup¬ 
porter, WMU Director, Men’s Ministries Coordinator, Music Director 
and Vice-Moderator as chairman. This committee shall work out as soon 
as possible each year an associational calendar for the coming year and 
present same to the October biannual meeting. 

Section 3: CHRISTIAN LIFE COMMITTEE composed of a chairperson and one 
person from each group of churches will give continual attention to the 
moral climate of the community and shall initiate necessary action to 
maintain and improve the climate for positive good. The committee shall 
commend those persons and institutions that uphold Christian virtue and 
shall support the churches teaching of Christian personal and social righ¬ 
teousness. This committee will encourage all churches in the associa¬ 
tion to take the necessary steps to create and maintain the Christian Life 
Committee in their congregations. The associational Christian Life Com¬ 
mittee will have a close working relationship with the various church 
committees. 

Section 4: CHURCH & COMMUNITY MINISTRIES COMMITTEE 

A. Purpose - The purpose of the Church & Community Ministries Com¬ 
mittee shall be to work with the CCM Director to lead the Associa¬ 
tion to address the priority ministry needs in Cleveland County, and 
to plan and coordinate programs of ministry to share Christ’s love in 
meeting the spiritual, educational, emotional, and physical needs. 

B. Organization - The Church & Community Ministries Committee shall 
be composed of resource personnel from area ministries with which 
the Church and Community Ministries is actively involved plus the 
WMU Director and or the Mission Action Director of the WMU, 
Men’s Ministries Coordinator and or the Men’s Ministry Director. The 
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CCM Director will serve as chairman of the committee. Emergency 
Ministry needs not addressed in the By-Laws will be met at the dis¬ 
cretion of the CCM Director after consultation with the Executive 
Director. 

C. MEETING - The Church and Community Ministry Committee will 
meet as needed to develop the programs of ministry. 

Section 5: COMMITTEE ON COMMITTEES, composed of seven (7) members, one 
from each group of churches as defined by the association, plus the chair¬ 
man, shall nominate committee members, and shall assist the Executive Com¬ 
mittee in filling vacancies on all standing committees occurring between 
sessions. This committee shall also name the Chairman of each committee. 

Section 6: EVANGELISM COMMITTEE, composed of six (6) members, shall pro¬ 
mote work of evangelism in the churches and the Association in coop¬ 
eration with the State Department of Evangelism. All plans and pro¬ 
grams to be subject to the approval of the Association or its Executive 
Committee. 

Section 7: EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE shall have the authority to act for the asso¬ 
ciation between biannual sessions. Ten (10) members of the Executive 
Committee constitute a quorum to transact business. 

1. Shall be composed of the Moderator, Vice-Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer, 
Music Director, Sunday School Director, Discipleship Training 
Supporter, Men’s Ministries Coordinator, WMU Director, President of 
the Pastor’s Conference, and chairpersons of the following committees: 
Church and Community Ministries Committee, Nominating Committee, 
Committee on Committees, Christian Life Committee, Membership 
Committee, Finance Committee, Evangelism Committee, Youth Ministry 
Committee, Student Ministry Committee, Personnel Committee, and the 
Pastoral Ministries Committee. 

2a. When without an Executive Director, the Associational Executive 
Committee shall be responsible for the appointment of a Search 
Committee to seek a person to serve as Executive Director and 
recommend such a person to the Executive Committee for election. 
2b. When without a Church & Community Ministries Director, the 
Associational Executive Committee shall be responsible for the 
appointment of a Search Committee to seek a person to serve as Church 
& Community Ministries Director. 

2c. When without a Church Development Director, the Associational 
Executive Committee shall be responsible for the appointment of a 
Search Committee to seek a person to serve as Church Development 
Director. 

3. It shall administer all matters referred to it by the Association and act 
on routine or emergency matters concerning business management, 
approve employment of all office personnel, and maintain adequate 
equipment for the office. It shall meet regularly, not less than quarterly, 
but a quorum of ten (10) is necessary to transact business. 

4. It shall have the authority to act for the association between biannual 
sessions. 
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Section 8: FINANCE COMMITTEE, composed of six (6) members, two (2) rotat¬ 
ing annually, with the Treasurer shall study the Association’s financial 
needs of an adequate program, present a budget to the Association for 
the following calendar year, devise plans for securing the cooperation of 
the churches in raising funds to meet the budget and make a written re¬ 
port to the October biannual meeting. 

The FINANCE COMMITTEE, may make adjustments during the year in 
line items or through the assignment of miscellaneous funds in Section 
VIII of the budget providing the adjustments: 

1. —will not increase the total budget. 

2. —will not alter the basic purpose or intent of the budget. 

3. —will have full consent of those affected (individuals, department 
leaders, etc.) 

4. -will not exceed a total of $5,000 during a fiscal year. 

The Committee shall be prepared to assist any church within the Asso¬ 
ciation, upon request, with the stewardship programs offered by the Con¬ 
vention. 

The Committee shall express gratitude to the churches for their steward¬ 
ship development that enables them to participate in local, home, and 
foreign missions. 

A Contingency Fund is to be established and maintained in the approxi¬ 
mate amount of 5% of the Association’s operating budget. This Contin¬ 
gency Fund is to be deposited in an interest bearing account. 

Funds used in any year will be replaced by volunteer gifts or unspent 
budget receipts as determined by the Clerk-Treasurer and the Executive 
Director of the Kings Mountain Baptist Association. 

Should these amounts not be enough to replace used funds, the budget 
process for the following year will be used to collect at 1 12 per month 
of used funds per budget receipts. 

These funds are to be disbursed only should a shortfall of general re¬ 
ceipts occur, resulting in a lack of funds for regular operating expense. 
Any disbursements of funds from the contingency fund must be upon 
the recommendation of the Clerk Treasurer, approved by the chairman 
of the Finance Committee and the Chairman of the Executive Commit¬ 
tee and is limited to budgeted items for operations where current funds 
for such budgeted items have been depleted. 

Section 9: HISTORICAL COMMITTEE, composed of a Historian who serves as 
chairperson, an Assistant Historian who serves as vice chairperson, and 
six (6) committee members (one person from each of the six groups of 
churches making up the Association.) It shall be the duty of the Histori¬ 
cal Committee to collect, compile, and preserve all materials of interest 
to the Association and member churches. It shall make its report at the 
October biannual meeting. 

Section 10: MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE, composed of five (5) members, shall 
perform the duties as set forth in the By-Laws. The Membership Com¬ 
mittee should be sensitive to groups seeking its services and be willing 
to present a statement of Baptist faith and practice and what it means to 
cooperate with other churches in the Association in a world-wide mis- 
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sion program. The Membership Committee shall annually review all 
churches and missions under the watchcare of the Association and may 
present them for membership within the Association or that they con¬ 
tinue under the watchcare. 

Section 11: MEMORIALS COMMITTEE, composed of three (3) members will be 
responsible for: 

1. Recognizing deceased ministers, staff, deacons and members in an 
appropriate way. 

2. Submitting report for inclusion in Associational Minutes. 

3. Ministering to the families of associational officers, ministers and 
staff members when death occurs. 

Section 12: MISSIONARY-IN-RESIDENCE COMMITTEE shall be made up of the 
following members: Pastors of churches with missionary residences, as¬ 
sociational WMU director. Men’s Ministries Coordinator, three at-large 
members; ex-officio members from the Kings Mountain Baptist Asso¬ 
ciation: executive director, church development director, moderator, vice¬ 
moderator; along with the coordinator of the MIR program at Gardner- 
Webb University. The Committee will work with the Gardner-Webb Uni¬ 
versity MIR coordinator in welcoming the missionaries by providing a 
fruit basket and a packet of information about Cleveland County and 
North Carolina, maps of the area, and a list of committee members. The 
KMBA Book of Reports will be included. When possible, committee 
members will be available to provide a tour of the KMBA building and 
to answer questions. The committee will also give as much information 
as possible to pastors, WMU directors, and men’s ministry directors so 
they can invite the missionaries to speak for various groups. The com¬ 
mittee will have exit interviews with the missionaries for evaluating their 
time with us. 

Section 13: MISSIONS COMMITTEE shall be made up of the following members: 

Chairman (Vice-Moderator), the Executive Director, the Church Devel¬ 
opment Director, Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer, Finance Committee Chair¬ 
man, Chairperson of Church & Community Ministries Committee, Sun¬ 
day School Director, Discipleship Training Supporter, Men’s Ministries 
Coordinator, WMU Director, Music Director, and President of the Pas¬ 
tors’ Conference. This Committee is to be available as a sounding board, 
to support the Executive Director as a person (as well as an officer in 
the Association), provide feedback concerning Associational programs 
and activities, conveying suggestions from the Association and offering 
support in projecting programs to the Executive Committee. The Mis¬ 
sions Committee shall seek to determine areas of needs within and with¬ 
out the Association and formulate recommendations to the Associational 
Executive Committee. 

The Committee shall enthusiastically explore all mission possibilities 
throughout the Association, emphasizing the need for new teaching units, 
preaching points, missions, and churches; and it shall actively seek out 
potential sponsoring churches for the beginning of specific mission en¬ 
deavors. Providing energetic outreach leadership for the Association 
shall be the Committee’s highest priority. 
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Section 14: MISSIONS FOUNDATION COMMITTEE, composed of three (3) mem¬ 
bers will review needs and requests made to the Kings Mountain Baptist 
Association Missions Foundation. It shall recommend the dispersal of 
funds to the Missions Committee. The Missions Committee will recom¬ 
mend the dispersal of funds to the Executive Committee. The Executive 
Director, Moderator and Clerk-Treasurer will serve as ex-officio mem¬ 
bers of the Missions Foundation Committee. 

Section 15: NOMINATING COMMITTEE, composed of six (6) members, contact 
and nominate the officers of the Association. This committee shall also, 
in cooperation with the Nominating Committee of various departments 
(except the WMU and Men’s Ministry organizations), recommend work¬ 
ers for these various departments. The officers and workers of these 
respective organizations shall be nominated by the organization them¬ 
selves and submitted to the Nominating Committee. They shall also 
nominate Associational representatives for the various institutions and 
agencies of our convention. The committee shall also assist the Execu¬ 
tive Committee in filling vacancies which occur between biannual meet¬ 
ings of the Association. This Committee’s nominations shall not pre¬ 
clude other nominations from the floor. 

Section 16: ORDER OF BUSINESS AND PROGRAM COMMITTEE shall be com¬ 
posed of the Moderator, Vice-Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer, Associational 
Music Director, and three (3) other members. It shall rotate the place of 
meeting among the groups of churches with the host church to be deter¬ 
mined by the group. It shall recommend the preacher and the alternate 
for the annual sermon of the October biannual session. It shall prepare a 
printed program for the October biannual meeting for the Association, 
which shall be sent to all persons on the program and to all pastors at 
least thirty (30) days before the October biannual meeting. It shall, on 
the opening day of the October biannaul meeting of the Association, 
present the printed program for adoption and serve through the session 
when adjustments in the order of business become necessary. This com¬ 
mittee will be responsible for promoting the October biannaul meeting 
through the various news media. 

Section 17: ORDINATION COMMITTEE, composed of five (5) members, with the 
pastor of the home church (the church of which the candidate is a mem¬ 
ber), the Executive Director, and deacons of the home and requesting 
churches, shall, when requested by a member church, assist with the ex¬ 
amination and ordination of a candidate for the Gospel Ministry. 

The Committee requires that it receive a copy of that portion of the Min¬ 
utes, signed by the clerk, of the church conference at which the home 
church voted to request examination of the candidate. 

The Committee requires that the candidate be called by a church for 
ministry before requesting examination. 

The chairman shall notify the candidate of the time, place, and proce- 
dure. 

The Committee suggests that the candidate be questioned at least two 
(2) weeks prior to his ordination. 

The Committee shall question the candidate about his conversion, his 
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call, his priorities, his doctrine, and his personal life. The Committee 
may also counsel the candidate. 

The candidate should feel free to seek advice from the Committee 
regarding any area of the ministry. 

In every instance, the Committee shall be guided by the Scripture, especially 
1 Timothy 3:1-7 and Titus 1:5-9. 

The Committee shall give written notice to the home church as to whether or 
not it recommends that the church proceed with the ordination. 

The Chairman shall report the Committee’s activities to the Executive Com¬ 
mittee quarterly and provide a written report for the October biannual meet- 

Section 18- PASTORAL MINISTRIES COMMITTEE shall be composed of six (6) 
ministers and or staff persons in the Association with two (2) rotating 
off each year. . 

It shall be the duty of this committee to work with the Executive Direc¬ 
tor in planning and promoting continuing educational opportunities for 
ministers and staff persons in the Association. 

Section 19: PERSONNEL COMMITTEE shall be composed of six (6) members and 
shall have the following responsibilities: 

1. Develop proper and appropriate personnel policies and procedures 
for the associational staff. 

2. Be responsible for securing associational support staff when open¬ 
ings occur. 

3. Seek solutions for problems concerning associational stall. 

4. Conduct staff evaluations and recommend salary and benefit propos¬ 
als to Finance Committee. . 

This committee is responsible to the Executive Committee and the Chair¬ 
man of the Personnel Committee shall be a member of the Executive 
Committee. The Executive Director is an ex-officio member of the Per¬ 
sonnel Committee except when the committee is in executive session 
Section 20: RESOLUTIONS COMMITTEE composed of three (3) members, sha 
draw up and present to the Association resolutions of appreciation, plan 
and promote the work of the Committee in an annual planning meeting, 
and present resolutions of appreciation to individuals, organizations, an 
churches when there are events worthy of commendation. Dedicate the 
annual minutes to a deserving person. . 

Section 21: SENIOR ADULT MINISTRY COMMITTEE shall be composed of six 
(6) members and shall have the following responsibilities: 

1. Assist in the organization and development of senior adult clubs in 
the local church. 

2. Initiate, promote, and conduct senior adult ministries and activities 
in the association. 

3. Provide opportunities for the development and enrichment of senior 
adults in the association. 

Section 22- SENTER SCHOLARSHIP COMMITTEE was established in memory ot 
Libby and Rachel Senter, mother and daughter, who were murdered-in 
1986 in Liberia, West Africa while serving as missionaries of the South¬ 
ern Baptist Convention. Libby Senter grew up in Zion Baptist Church 
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in our Association. The scholarship is to extend the memory and minis¬ 
try of this outstanding missionary who died in service. 

This committee, composed of three (3) members shall function under 
the following guidelines: 

1. Award income and corpus to a worthy seminary student(s) who best 
meet the criteria by which the scholarship is established. 

2 The committee may determine the amount to be awarded for each 
scholarship and the number of scholarships awarded. 

3. The committee may furnish application forms to be completed by the 
applicants and may require applicants to appear before them. 

4. The potential to succeed in seminary, financial need of applicant, and 
the applicant’s concern for others shall be considered at the discre¬ 
tion of the committee. 

5. The scholarship is to be used for seminary training in a Southern Bap¬ 
tist Seminary and may be paid to the seminary or to the recipient as 
the committee directs. 

The following criteria shall be used by the committee in determining 
the recipient: 

A. Preference is to be given to applicants who are residents of Cleveland 
County and the committee find are committed to foreign missionary ser- 

B Applicant must be a member of a co-operating Southern Baptist Church. 
Section 23: STUDENT MINISTRY COMMITTEE shall be composed of six (6) mem¬ 
bers and shall have the following responsibilities: 

1 Help local Baptist Student Unions and churches reach and minister 
to college and university students. 

2 Work with the state director of student ministries and local directors 
of student ministries to start new Baptist Student Unions in the asso¬ 
ciation and to strengthen existing programs. 

3. Assist in recruiting volunteer directors. 

4 Provide training for workers with students. 

Section 24- TELEPHONE CONTACT COMMITTEE shall be composed of one (1) 
person from each group of churches in the Association (6). These com¬ 
mittee members shall relay messages to pastors and key leaders during 
the year. All messages to be sent should be cleared with the Executive 
Director. 

Section 25- YOUTH MINISTRY COMMITTEE shall be composed of six (6) mem- 
bers and the Associational Youth Ministry Coordinator who serves as 
chairman. This committee shall have the following responsibilities: 

1. Plan associational youth ministry programs and events. 

2 Enlist the support of church youth and youth leaders for associational 
programs and events related to youth ministry. 

3. Provide on-going support for church youth and youth leaders in 
churches. 

4. Plan and promote associational training and information conferences 
for church youth and youth leaders. 

5. Promote state, regional and national conferences in youth ministry. 
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6. Any other activity which the Executive Director, the Church Devel¬ 
opment Director and or Executive Committee deem necessary to fos¬ 
ter a positive Christian Witness for Christ. 

Section 26: Members of all these committees except the Church and Community 
Ministries Committee and those appointed by the moderator, shall be 
elected to serve not more than three (3) years on a rotating basis. 

BY-LAW X 

THE KINGS MOUNTAIN BAPTIST ASSOCIATION MISSIONS FOUNDATION 

The purpose of the Kings Mountain Baptist Association Missions Foundation is 
to enable individuals, regardless of their age, or resource level, the opportunity to 
continue supporting Christian causes during and after their lifetime. It will provide 
a fund for churches to contribute to for specific missions and ministry projects be¬ 
yond their regular associational giving. 

The Foundation will provide financial support for Baptist causes that include but 
not limited to: National and International Mission Partnership and Projects, New 
Work New Starts, Missionary-in-Residence Housing, Church and Community Min¬ 
istries Projects, Short-term emergency assistance for existing churches. 

BY-LAW XI TRUSTEES 

There shall be three (3) Trustees of the Association, one preferably a lawyer, serving 
terms of three (3) years each on a rotating basis. On nomination by the Committee on 
Nominations, one (1) new trustee shall be elected at the April biannual meeting, no trustee 
being eligible to succeed himself until after the lapse of one (1) year. The expiration date 
of each trustee’s term of office shall appear by his name in the Associational Minutes. 

The duty of the Trustees shall be to hold in trust any property, money, endowment, or 
other securities of said Association, and they shall handle all legal matters of the Asso¬ 
ciation under the direction of the Association or its Executive Committee. 

BY-LAW XII EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR 

When without an Executive Director, the Associational Executive Committee shall 
be responsible for the appointment of a Search Committee to seek a person to serve 
as Executive Director and recommend such person to the Executive Committee. His 
selection shall be upon the recommendation of the Executive Committee and on vote 
by the Association at a biannual meeting, or by a called meeting of the Association^ 
His time of office shall continue until terminated by mutual consent or request of 
either party. He shall be a member of all committees and organizations of the Asso¬ 
ciation in a serving and advisory capacity. His duties will be in accordance with the 
job description at the time of his call. 

BY-LAW XIII CHURCH & COMMUNITY MINISTRIES DIRECTOR 

Section 1: Employment - The Director of CCM shall be jointly employed by the Asso¬ 
ciation, the Baptist State Convention of North Carolina and the North Ameri¬ 
can Mission Board. The employee should be elected to work until the spon¬ 
soring groups mutually agree to cease the tenure of service or the employee 
resigns. The CCM Director shall work under the supervision of the Execu¬ 
tive Director and in compliance with the Job Description provided by the 
State and Association. 
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Section 2: Basic Function — The basic functions are to work with the CCM Committee 
or organize, supervise and promote a program of activities to meet the spiri¬ 
tual, educational, emotional and physical needs of the people within the geo¬ 
graphical boundaries of the Association. 

Section 3: The CCM Director shall be an ex-officio member of the Associational Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee and Missions Committee without voting privileges. 

BY-LAW XIV CHURCH DEVELOPMENT DIRECTOR 

Section 1: Employment — The Church Development Director shall be employed by 
the Association. The employee should be elected to work until the As¬ 
sociation agrees to cease the tenure of service or if the employee re¬ 
signs. The Church Development Director shall work under the supervi¬ 
sion of the Executive Director and in compliance with the job descrip¬ 
tion provided by the Association. 

Section 2: Basic Function - The basic function is to assist the churches of the As¬ 
sociation in their spiritual, numerical, stewardship, evangelistic and lead¬ 
ership development. He she will serve as resource person in association 
and church organizational life regarding Sunday School, Discipleshtp 
Training, WMU, Men’s Ministry, Music, Evangelism, Stewardship, Stu¬ 
dent Ministries, Single Ministries, Youth Ministries. 

Section 3: The Church Development Director shall be an ex-officio member of the 
Associational Executive Committee, and Missions Committee without 
voting privileges. 

BY-LAW XV AMENDMENTS 

Proposed amendments to the By-Laws must be publicized in the Association’s monthly 

publication at least 30 days before being considered at a session of the biannual meet¬ 
ings, where it may be adopted by a majority of the messengers present and voting. 

BY-LAW XVI DEFINE PROCEDURE

Monday Evening 
October 23, 2000 


1. Messengers and visitors gathered at New Hope Church at 6:45 p.m. for the 150th 
Biannual Session of the Kings Mountain Baptist Association. Churches Alive to 
Prayer was the theme for the three sessions. 

2. Special music was presented by a ministers of music ensemble directed by Mrs. 
Doreen Wacaster, minister of music at Flint Hill Church, and associational music 
director. The group was accompanied at the piano by Jenny Cabiness, pianist at Zion 
Church. 

3. Moderator Glenn Walker, member of Double Springs Church, welcomed everyone 
to the meeting and called the session to order. He expressed appreciation to New 
Hope Church for hosting our meeting. 

4. Rev. Clyde Buckner, minister of music at Poplar Springs Church, led the congrega¬ 
tion in singins, “Brethren, We Have Met to Worship.” Accompanists for the evening 
were Ann Thackerson, organist and Jeannine Allen, pianist both from New Hope 
Church. 

5. Rev. Robert Dimmick, minister of administration of First Church Shelby, read scrip¬ 
ture from Matthew 9:37-38. In the absence of Rev. Troy Harris, Rev. Dimmick led 
the opening prayer. 

6. Rev. Dave Gordon, host pastor, extended a warm welcome to messengers and visi¬ 
tors. 

7. Moderator Walker expressed appreciation to Ms. Recca Bingham, member of Eliza¬ 
beth Church, for her nine and one-half years of service as clerk treasurer of our 
Association. She resigned effective September 1, 2000. She will be recognized at a 
later meeting when she can be present. 

Also, Joe Mauney, member of Elizabeth Church, was recognized for over twenty- 
five years of service to our Association as parliamentarian. On behalf of the Kings 
Mountain Baptist Association, Leland Kerr, executive director, presented Mr. Mauney 
with a clock and gift certificate. 

8. Rev. Leland Kerr expressed appreciation to New Hope Church and the Grover group 
of churches for serving as hosts for our Biannual Meeting. He extended a warm 
welcome to our new ministers and staff who have been called to our Association 
since our last Fall Biannual Meeting. These included: Rev. Bob Ashba, full-time 
minister of music youth children. New Hope Church; Rev. Robert Dimmick, full¬ 
time minister of administration. First Church Shelby; Rev. Sandra Fambrough, full¬ 
time minister of youth children. Pleasant Ridge Church; Rev. Tim Trexler, pastor, 
Mt. Sinai Church; Dr. David Irish, pastor, Trinity Church; Rev. Jimmy Black, pastor, 
Westwood Heights; Rev. Jamie Billings, pastor, Oak View Church; and Rev. Jeff 
Neelands, associate pastor youth director, Oak View Church. 

9. Rev. Gene Daggerhart, pastor of Ross Grove Church and chairman of the Order of 
Business Committee, moved that the printed program with necessary changes be the 
Order of Business of this 150th Biannual Session. The motion was approved. 

He announced host churches for our 2001 meetings to be held in the Lattimore Group: 
October 29, 2001 - Double Springs Church and October 30, 2001 - Boiling Springs 
Church. He also called for distribution of attendance cards which will be taken up at 
a later time. 
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10 The Theme Interpretation “Prayer and Evangelism ” was given by Mr. Larry Hawkins, 
member of Patterson Springs Church. He gave his personal testimony sharing how 
God delivered him from his addiction to drugs and alcohol. He encouraged everyone 
to share Jesus with the lost. 

11 Rev. Dave Gordon, chairman of the Membership Committee, presented a report from 
the committee and made a recommendation that Camps Creek Baptist Church come 
under watchcare of Kings Mountain Baptist Association with anticipation of being 
granted full membership status during our April 2001 Biannual Meeting. Rev. Gor¬ 
don welcomed Rev. Steve Durham, deacons and other members from Camps Creek 
to our meeting and asked them to stand to be recognized. The recommendation was 
approved by messengers. 

12 Moderator Glenn Walker, chairman of the Executive Committee, submitted a report 
from the committee. He called attention to Ms. Recca Bingham’s resignation and 
stated that Mrs. Sandra Keeter, assistant clerk-treasurer will fill in until a new clerk- 
treasurer is elected during our April 2001 Biannual Meeting. 

He announced that our Counseling Ministry has begun thus creating the need to 
elect an Advisory Committee. He recommended the following serve on a Counsel¬ 
ing Ministry Advisory Committee: Mrs. Cindy Binion, Elizabeth Church; Rev. Randy 
Bridges, Zion Church; Mrs. Diane Branch, Polkville Church; Mr. Cecil Clark, Flint 
Hill Church; Rev. Eric Davis (Chairman), Double Shoals Church; Rev. Robert 
Dimmick, First Church, Shelby; Mrs. Sandra Keeter, Patterson Springs Church; Mr. 
Charles Nalley, Westview Church; Mrs. Micki Padgett, First Church Kings Mtn.; 
Mr. John Rudasill, Union Church. Ex-officio members: Dr. Gary McFarland, coun¬ 
selor; Rev. Glenn Walker, moderator; and Rev. Leland Kerr, executive director. There 
were no nominations from the floor. Mr. Bill Oaks moved these be elected. The 
motion was seconded by Mr. David Spivey and was approved by the messengers. 

13. Mrs. Beth McDaniel, chairman of Personnel Committee and member of Bethlehem 
Church, was recognized. She expressed appreciation to the staff of the Association. 
Three members of the staff were recognized for having met important milestones: 
Charles Reed - 10 years - received a clock, a gift certificate to the Woodshed Restau¬ 
rant, and a gift certificate to shop on-line at Amazon.com; Margaret Lipscomb - 20 
years - received a clock and a 2 night 3 day trip to Charleston, SC plus an extra day 
off work; Judy Franks - 20 years - received a clock and a 2 night 3 day trip to Pigeon 
Forge, TN plus an extra day off work. 

14. Moderator Walker called for the attendance cards to be collected. 

15. Mr. J.A. West, chairman of the By-Laws Committee and member of First Church 
Shelby, presented the proposed By-Law changes. He stated these changes were mailed 
thirty days prior to our meeting and would be voted on at the Tuesday afternoon 
session by the messengers. 

16. Rev. Tim Lowry, member of the Nominating Committee and pastor of Allen Memo¬ 
rial Church, submitted the following nominees: Rev. Glenn Walker, as moderator; 
Dr. Marvin Gobble, pastor of Zoar Church, vice-moderator, Mrs. Doreen Wacaster, 
Association music director; team members for Sunday School, Discipleship Train¬ 
ing, WMU and Men’s Ministries. There were no nominations from the floor. Rev. 
Lowry moved these be elected. The motion was approved by messengers. 

17. Mrs. Selvia Brown, minister of music of New Bethel Church, led the congregation 
in singing, “Redeemed, How I Love to Proclaim It.” 

18. In the absence of a clerk-treasurer, Rev. Leland Kerr presented the January - Sep- 
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tember 2000 Treasurer’s Report. He called attention to the History account and stated 
that a history is being written and the monies in this account will be used for that 
purpose. He reported we received $32,000 more this year than last year for the same 
period of time (January - September 1999). He encouraged churches to increase their 
gifts to the Association in order for us to meet the budget. He also called attention to 
the Church and Community Ministries receipts from the churches. He moved the 
report be approved as printed. The motion was approved by messengers. 

19. Rev. Kerr expressed his appreciation to the Associational staff, expressed apprecia¬ 
tion for the support of the Association during the recent death of his mother-in-law, 
and welcomed Camps Creek Church into our Association. 

20. Rev. Leland Kerr presented his report and challenge to the Association. He called 
attention to the new proposed Purpose Statement for the Association. He shared 
how our Counseling Ministry has already grown to a full-load for one day and how 
he anticipates this ministry is growing to more days in the future. He encouraged 
everyone to read over the brochure and covenant sheet distributed to messengers 
about this ministry. 

He expressed his pleasure with our Biannual Meeting theme and encouraged prayer 
to be a priority in our Association as churches appoint prayer coordinators, as they 
meet for training, etc., and as prayer events are conducted within the Association. 
He expressed concern that we get so side tracked that we cannot reach the lost. We 
continually add layers and layers of programs. Activities will not reach the lost. 
With America the fifth largest mission field in the world, we need to be serious 
about reaching the lost. His desire for our Association is to have a God-given vision. 
Our land needs healing. Let’s be a people of prayer. He closed his report with prayer. 

21. Rev. Ron Caulder, chairman of Evangelism Committee and minister of Oak Grove 
Church, presented the Evangelism Committee Report. He called attention to the goals 
set for baptisms for last year, this year and next year. He reported we have not reached 
these goals which presents a challenge for us to reach 1,000 for Christ in the coming 
year. Rev. Steve Waters, member or Evangelism Committee promoted a “Power Team 
Evangelistic Event” coming up in April 2001 whereby 500 people could be saved. 
He encouraged everyone to begin praying now for this event. 

22. Moderator Walker introduced our speaker for the evening: Dr. Chris Schofield, Prayer 
Evangelism Manager for the North American Mission Board. He has been with the 
Board for three and one-half years. He is from Bessemer City, North Carolina and is 
a former member of Patterson Springs Church in our Association. 

23. Special music for the evening was presented by a ministers of music ensemble led 
by Rev. Clyde Buckner. 

24. Dr. Chris Schofield presented the annual sermon using our theme for the evening 
“Prayer and Evangelism. ” He stated evangelism should naturally take place in our 
lives and prayer is foundational in our lives. If God is having to call us back then we 
know that we are sick. Therefore, we need to cry out for His forgiveness. He does 
not have to call us back but He does because He is a merciful God, one that is full of 
grace. He began with prayer and shared scripture from Acts 4, Acts 13 and Colossians 
4. He presented Six Marks of a Praying Church [which is a house of prayer with a 
passion for lost people]: 1) definite dependence on the Lord and prayer; 2) demon¬ 
stration of God’s power at work; 3) send out witnesses; 4) boldly proclaim the gos¬ 
pel; 5) united; 6) sacrificial living and giving. 

God is calling His people to pray so that the lost can know His grace. God wants to 
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reveal His word to His people. This can be done through prayer. Will you say yes to 
a life of prayer so your church can become a house of prayer with a passion for lost 
people? He led in a prayer of commitment. 

25 Mrs. Doreen Wacaster led the congregation in singing, “Just As 1 Am. 

26 Rev. Bob Absher, minister of music/youth/children at New Hope Church, pronounced 
the benediction. 


Tuesday Afternoon 
October 24, 2000 

27. At 2:45 p.m. as messengers and visitors gathered at Patterson Springs Baptist Church 
for the second session of our meeting, special music was presented by the Patterson 
Springs Music Ministry under the direction of Rev. Dale Clark. Moderator Glenn 
Walker called the meeting to order and expressed appreciation to Patterson Springs 
Church for being the host church today. Rev. Steve Waters, our host pastor, wel¬ 
comed us and gave an explanation on the wonderful lighthouses that grace the prop¬ 
erty of the church. The lighthouse in the sanctuary is lighted when someone made a 
profession of faith during this week. Mrs. Teresa Edmondson, minister of music at 
Camps Creek Church, led us in singing “I Stand Amazed in the Presence” accompa¬ 
nied by Mrs. Mary Coker, member at Patterson Springs, on the organ. Rev. Tim 
Trexler, pastor at Mount Sinai Church, read scripture from Mark 11:24-25 and 
Philippians 1:9-11. Rev. David Turner, pastor at Macedonia, led the opening prayer. 

28. Our theme presentation was a video from the State Convention on the relief and 
recovery efforts of North Carolina Baptist after Hurricane Floyd last year. Many 
people in our association were involved in this ministry. 

29. Dr. Chris White, president of Gardner-Webb University, gave a report from the uni¬ 
versity. He stated that “People Who Care” is the motto at GWU and this helps to 
involve the student and staff in Christian ministry. The enrollment is now over 3200 
making GWU the fifth largest private university in North Carolina, there are 350 
faculty members who are required to be Christian because GWU is a Christian uni¬ 
versity. Nursing, teaching and ministry are the three main courses at GWU. Two 
hundred are presently enrolled in the Divinity School. A Doctorate of Ministry pro¬ 
gram will begin next fall. Dr. White asked for our continuing support and prayers on 
behalf of GWU. 

30. South Mountain Baptist Camp Director A1 Tinnin shared with us the great things 
God has done at the camp this year. There were 600 campers," 150 professions of 
faith, 200 rededications and 4 who committed themselves to Christian service. Rev. 
Tinnin asked us to continue praying for the ministry at the camp. 

31. Leland Kerr presented our 2001 Calendar for our approval with the following addi¬ 
tions: Jan. 22-23 Associational Prayer Rally & Conference, March 2 RA Race at 
Elizabeth, and August 20-21 T.E.S. The Calendar was voted on and approved. 

32. Rev. Michael Shumate, pastor at Union and chairman of the Committee on commit¬ 
tees gave his report. He thanked each committee member for their work. He pre¬ 
sented the following changes: delete Rev. Terry Jordan and Mr. Buford Self and add 
Mrs. Mona Seism on the Missionary-In-Residence Committee. Add Mrs. Beth 
McDaniel on the Personnel Committee, add Mrs. Janice Humphries on the Tele¬ 
phone Contact Committee, and delete the title of chairman after Mrs. Karen Davis 
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name on the Youth Ministry Committee. Rev. Shumate made a motion that the 2000- 
2001 Committee on Committees be adopted with the noted changes. It was voted on 
and was approved. 

33. The Memorials report was given by Rev. Elwood Orr. We have lost three pastors this 
year: Rev. Rochelle Ingle, Rev. Harold Dellinger, and Rev. John Zanon. 

34. Rev. Dale Clark, minister of music at Patterson Springs, then led us in singing a 
medley of hymns: “All Day Long”, “Trust and Obey”, and “Just A Closer Walk.” 

35. Since the proposed by-law changes were presented at our Monday night session, Mr. 
J.A. West read over the changes and made a motion that these be approved. The 
following changes were voted on and approved: 1. Add assistant clerk-treasurer the 
By-Law IV, 2. Change the Contingency Fund to 5% of the operating budget, 3. De¬ 
lete the following committees: Building and Grounds, Family Life and Single Adult 
Ministry, 4. Change in the Purpose Statement Article III (Part A). These changes 
were voted on separately and each was approved. 

36. Rev. Paul Williams, pastor at Lawndale and chairman of the Finance Committee, 
presented the 2001 proposed budget which includes a 4.5% raise in salary plus re¬ 
sultant changes for our associational staff. The overall total budget was increased by 
3.5% over the year 2000. Rev. Williams asked that the budget be accepted as printed. 

It was voted on and approved. Moderator Glenn Walker read over the recommenda¬ 
tion from the Executive Committee concerning the Contingency Fund: “If messen¬ 
gers vote to accept the by-law change regarding “Contingency Fund” the Executive 
Committee recommends that the balance above 5% of the association’s operating 
budget be used to fund capital improvements on the Associational building.” 

37. The History Report was given by Mr. Lansford Jolley. He stated that this time next 
year, which will be our 150th anniversary celebration for KMBA, our new written 
history should be in print. This will contain a brief history of each church. 

38. Executive Director Leland Kerr gave the Resolution Committee report. He moved 
that the 2000 Minutes be dedicated in memory of Mrs. Jane Brendle, Rev. Rochelle 
Ingle and Mrs. Mafrey Sessom. This was voted on and approved. 

39. Moderator Glenn Walker made the appointment of the 2000-2001 Committee on 
Committees: Dr. Randy Bridges from Zion (chairman), Mrs. Marie Beam from Grover 
First, Mrs. Jackie Washburn from Kings Mountain Second, Mrs. Hazel Thrift from 
Mount Sinai, Mrs. Lib Dedmon from New Bethel, Mr. Myles Whitaker from 
Westview, and Mr. Richard Stroup from Elizabeth. 

40. Since Vice Moderator Olin Bynum has moved to Gaston county, Leland Kerr gave 
the Missions Committee report. The following partnerships are recommended to be 
continued: Alaska, Appalachian, Eastern North Carolina Flood Recovery, Greater 
Rochester Baptist Association in New York, and South Africa. The Appalachian 
Ministries partnership will be with the Conemaugh Valley Baptist Association in the 
Altoona, PA area. Rev. Kerr asked us to mark May 4-9, 2002 as our “On Mission 
Celebration” formerly known as World Mission Conference. This report was voted 
on and approved. 

41. Rev. Ron Peoples, missionary from the Conemaugh Valley Baptist Association in 
Duncansville, PA brought greetings from his Association. Their association is very 
large in area and covers 9-1/2 counties. They have 15 active churches with an aver¬ 
age attendance of 50 each. Dover, Flint Hill, Carpenters Grove and Lawndale churches 
joined forces and went to Pennsylvania this past summer to help. Four hundred lives 
were touched through this effort. There are still ministry needs for any who would 
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help. These opportunities include: start up for a Puppet ministry, build a new church 
building, fund raising for land to build a church on, and 12 Mission VBS teams for 
three sites at housing projects. Their association had a total of 104 baptisms this 
year which was an increase from the year before. Rev. Peoples thanked the Kings 
Mountain Baptist Association for being a vital part in their ministry. 

42. Rev. Bonnie Doughtie brought a report of her past two years in the Western Province 
Baptist Association in Cape Town, South Africa. She stated that their association is 
about the size of Texas and very spread out. She is glad to be back in North Carolina 
but will be here only until April 2001 when she hopes to be appointed as full time 
missionary and return to South Africa. She has been interviewed by the IMB and is 
in the process of being voted on by them. She will hear their decision on November 
7. She asked for prayer during this time that the Lord’s will be done in her life. She 
thanked the association for the prayers and financial support through donations to 
the “Bonnie Fund”. She stated that December 2001 will end the partnership with 
South Africa so if you want to get involved you still have time. 

43. Rev. Dale Clark presented a solo of “Carry the Light”. 

44. Rev. Charles Reed, our Church and Community director, gave his report. He stated 
that again this year we will be the distributor for the funds of the Share the Warmth 
Program with Duke Power. This year each donation will be matched dollar for dollar 
up to $50. Our Christmas Toy Store is coming up soon and funds as well as volun¬ 
teers are needed. Prayer is always a need for all our ministry efforts. Rev. Rick Bowl¬ 
ing, associate pastor of Christ Covenant Church, shared with us how the church has 
been working in the community. They have established a “Laundromat ministry in 
which they take people to wash clothes and have Bible study as they wait there. 
They are also working in trailer parks to get children involved in church, in hopes of 
reaching whole families for Christ. He read from 1 Corinthians 1:26 and said that we 
should partner together as churches to accomplish God’s work here on earth. 

45. Church Development Director Joe Collins gave his report. He stated that every one 
of our churches is different but the one thing that hold us together is the Lordship of 
Jesus Christ and this unity allows us the opportunity to develop our skills to share 
His word. Among these opportunities in our association this past year were: Sunday 
School Consultation, literature workshops, VBS Clinic, and Mission Leadership 
Training. Next year, one major event is T.E.S. (Training and Equipping the Saints), 
which will be held August 20-21. This is similar to the past CPR Training. We can 
tell that we have been working together because so many have participated in mis¬ 
sion trips in North Carolina, in the United States and outside the United States. 
Youth Mission Day was a great success this year with 160 of our youth participating. 
They worked all day September 16 doing things like cleaning, painting, building and 
picking up trash. The Kings Mountain Baptist Association offers many resources to 
our churches. We now have a video projector which will be loaned out and a map¬ 
ping center program on the computer to help find prospects for our churches. A 
website for the association is also being developed by our intern Jeremy Absher who 
is a Gardner-Webb student. 

46. Attendance cards were taken up at this time and Rev. Steve Waters gave directions 
and the blessing for our evening meal. The meeting was adjourned until after the 
meal. 
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Tuesday Evening 
October 24,2000 


47. As messengers and visitors gathered for the evening session at Patterson Springs 
Church, everyone enjoyed a multi-media presentation prepared by Joe Collins which 
included pictures and information about mission trips by several of our churches. 

48. Special music for the evening was presented by “Expressions,” a Creative Worship 
Team from Flint Hill Church. Mrs. Doreen Wacaster directed the group as they pre¬ 
sented “Shine On Us,” and “God and God Alone.” Mrs. Mary Ruth Dixon presented 
a beautiful and moving presentation of “Feel the Nails” through sign language and 
interpetive movement. Mr. Jerry “Bubba” Anthony carried a cross down the isle 
during her presentation. 

49. Moderator Walker called the evening session to order and asked that we focus our 
attention to worshipping God together during this time. 

50. Rev. Paul McManus, minister of music at Boiling Springs Church, led the congrega¬ 
tion in singing, “We’ve A Story to Tell.” Mrs. Mary Coker from Patterson Springs 
Church accompanied at the organ for the evening. 

51. Dr. David Irish, pastor of Trinity Church, read scripture from Acts 16:9-10 and 1 
John 5:14-15. Rev. Jimmy Black, pastor of Westwood Heights Church, led in the 
opening prayer. 

52. Rev. Leland Kerr introduced Rev. Glenn Walker for the moderator’s message. He 
also introduced his son, Jason Kerr, and his wife, Cindy, for our theme interpreta- 

He also expressed appreciation to Rev. Walker for his passion for missions. Leland 
feels the Lord is using Rev. Walker to lead our Association to a new level of mis¬ 
sions work. Currently, Rev. Walker is the director of Hands on Missions. He served 
as pastor at Patterson Springs Church and Double Springs Church in our Associa¬ 
tion. 

He reported that Jason and Cindy graduated in May from Southwestern Seminary. 
They both have served in active places in our Association. They were the first re¬ 
cipients of our Senter Scholarship monies. He explained that the scholarship is pre¬ 
sented to students studying to be career missionaries in a foreign field. Jason and 
Cindy are currently in the appointment process to become career missionaries with 
the International Mission Board. Jason is pastor of New Way Church in Sansom 
Park, Texas. 

53. The Theme Interpretation “Prayer and Missions” was given by Jason and Cindy 
Kerr. They shared that we do not need to be afraid of “missions and prayer.” If you 
are a Christian - you are a missionary. They are seeking appointment for the Last 
Frontier and asked for continued prayer as “prayer” is the only way these doors will 
be opened. They expressed appreciation for the monies they received from the Senter 
Scholarship Fund and for prayers and confidence in them from the Kings Mountain 
Baptist Association. They explained that International Mission Board desires that 
missionaries have 100 hours per week of prayer from Christians. 

54. Rev. Stephen Sain, minister of music from Pleasant Grove Church, led the congre¬ 
gation in singing, “We Have Heard the Joyful Sound.’ 

55. Rev. Glenn Walker presented the moderator’s message. He shared scripture from 
Matthew 9:35-38 and Matthew 28:18-20. Concerning “missions and prayer” he stated 
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we cannot do one without the other - these are what we must be about as the church 
of Jesus Christ. Many times we try to do “missions” within our own skills rather 
than finding and getting involved in where He is working. Jesus went out among the 
people. He sought the people. We need to see people as Jesus did - through the eyes 
of love - as sheep without a shepherd - as individuals who have needs. Everyone is 
important to God. He is giving us opportunities to minister on our own doorstep and 
unto other parts of the world. We must minister physically in order to reach the 
people spiritually. 

The disciples asked Jesus to teach them to pray. He stated “prayer” is an intrical part 
of what we are about. He asked why we need emphasis on prayer and stated because 
the fields are white unto harvest; people are without God with no hope. We need to 
pray because the laborers are few. Without prayer our mission is in vain. He ended 
his message with prayer. 

56. Mrs. Doreen Wacaster led the congregation in a hymn of commitment, “Set My Soul 
Afire.” 

57. Rev. Leland Kerr shared how we can get involved. He made note of how the sessions 
have stirred and challenged us. His prayer is for us to be known as a praying Asso¬ 
ciation. 

58. Rev. Kerr introduced Dr. Marvin Gobble and asked that he come forward, along 
with the Rev. Glenn Walker, moderator, and the Associational staff. He asked that 
the churches pray for the officers and staff as they lead the Association. 

59. Rev. Kerr led in the closing prayer and declared the 150th Biannual Session ad¬ 
journed.

I appreciate their love for our Association and their long-term commitment to 
ministry with us. It is a joy to work with our staff - a team and a family! 

The work of an Association depends in large part on the commitment of volun¬ 
teers. We simply could not function as effectively without volunteers. Recca Bingham 
has served as our Clerk Treasurer for the last 9-1 2 years. She has served us well in 
this very strategic role. She has been a very valuable associational officer and we 
will miss her leadership. Another long-term volunteer is Mr. Joe Mauney. Joe served 
as our Parliamentarian for over twenty-five years. He helped us to conduct our busi¬ 
ness and decision-making in a proper way. We appreciate the commitment of both of 
these volunteers and their length of service. „ 

The Executive Committee has recommended a new “Purpose Statement to more 
clearly define the nature of our work and our mission. I encourage the messengers to 
adopt this new “Purpose Statement” as we endeavor to join hands with “other Great 
Commission Organizations” to do mission and ministry. We must be open to new 
ways and new partnerships as we continue to reach a lost world for Christ. 

One of our newest ministries that was initially discussed four years ago has be¬ 
gun - our Counseling Ministry. The Baptist Counseling Center of Cleveland County 
opened on August 1,2000 with Dr. Gary McFarland as our Counselor. Gary is a state 
certified Pastoral Counselor and is licensed by the state of North Carolina as a Pro¬ 
fessional Counselor and Marriage and Family Therapist. He is available to work 
with individuals, couples, and families by appointment. The Counseling Center is 
located in the Library of First Baptist Church, Shelby and is a shared ministry of 
Kings Mountain Baptist Association, Inc. and the counseling Ministry Board_of fhe 
Counseling Center of Charlotte. Dr. McFarland can be reached at 704-472-1437. We 
are grateful to First Baptist Church, Shelby, for making the space available for our 
Counseling Center. , 

This year’s theme for our Biannual Meeting focuses on prayer. Throughout the 
meeting we will address various aspects of prayer. This builds on our emphasis the 
last two years of Prayer Rallies for Evangelism. I propose that we increase our prayer 
efforts and ministry as an Association through some very intentional steps: 

1. Each church elect appoint a Prayer Coordinator 

2. Church Prayer Coordinators meet together for training, fellowship, prayertime, idea¬ 
swapping and coordinated prayer efforts 

3 Regional prayer events conducted - prayer vigils, prayer walking, prayer ra les, e c. 

4. Resources and support materials to help churches begin or enhance a Prayer Ministry 

5. Associational Prayer events and activities 
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I encourage our churches to elect appoint a Prayer Coordinator before January 
2001 On January 22-23 we will have a Prayer Conference led by Dr. Gregory Frizzell. 
Dr. Frizzell is pastor of Georgia Hills Baptist Church in Memphis, Tennessee, and 
the Director of the Spiritual Awakening Council of the Shelby Baptist Association 
in Memphis, Tennessee. He has written the book, Local Associations and United 
Prayer: Keep to the Coming Revival. In his book he states, “When an association or 
church is in the habit of periodically pausing to evaluate and seriously listen for 
God’s directions, they are much more likely to receive a clear God-given vision. 
How serious are we about seeing revival come to Cleveland County? How serious 
are we about praying for revival? How serious are we about receiving a “clear God- 
given vision”? Let’s get serious.

4. PRISON MINISTRY: 

a. YOKEFELLOW MINISTRY - Scott Carpenter and volunteers assist with Bible 
study and fellowship every other Tuesday at the Cleveland Correction Unit. 

b. BIBLE STUDY - Volunteers lead a Bible study for inmates on Thursday after¬ 
noons. CCM furnishes Bible study curriculum and devotional guides for the in¬ 
mates. 

c. CHRISTMAS GIFT PACKETS -The 128 male inmates of the Cleveland Correc¬ 
tional Unit were presented with gift bags of toiletry items, candy, fruit, witness¬ 
ing tracts, and a Bible. The sixty staff working at the prison were presented with 
a Christmas gift, as well. 
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5 MINISTRY TO THE VISUALLY IMPAIRED: 

A party was held for blind students prior to final exams in the spring semester 
at Gardner-Webb University. There were fourteen in attendance. Graduation gifts 
were given to seniors completing undergraduate and graduate programs. 

6. CCM SUMMER MISSIONS: 

Crystal Lawhon served for the second year as CCM Summer Missionary. In addi¬ 
tion to assisting in the CCM office and Friday lunch program, Crystal conducted day 
camps for children with special needs and programs for the Children’s Homes in 
Cleveland County. On Sunday nights worship services, Bible study, and a fellow¬ 
ship meal were conducted for Spanish-speaking people at the Community Center in 
Belwood. 

7. JAIL MINISTRY: 

Services are conducted every Sunday afternoon at the Cleveland County Jail and 
Jail Annex by thirty-five congregations in the county. Mrs. Judy Allen prepares an 
annual schedule and faithfully reminds churches of their participation. 

8. HIV/AIDS MINISTRY: 

The Regional HIV AIDS Consortium in Charlotte awarded CCM $5500 to be 
used for food and nutrition needs for the HIV infected in 1999-2000. Additional 
funds were granted for emergency assistance. 

9. DISASTER PASTORS: 

Thirty-one ministers in Cleveland County are participating in training and re¬ 
sponse to counsel and support victims and emergency responders in times of natural 
disasters or other critical incidents. In this past year Disaster Pastors have been called 
upon to assist in the search for missing persons and an apartment complex fire that 
displaced seven families who lived in the complex. 

10. CLEVELAND COUNTY FAIR MINISTRY: 

Since 1978 Baptist Men’s groups have been having a prayer breakfast and wor¬ 
ship service on the first Wednesday of the fair for the people who travel with the 
carnival. Over 125 participated in the prayer breakfast on October 4, 2000. Since 
1990 the CCM Director has been serving as a volunteer fair chaplain and assisted 
the fair board of directors with the opening ceremonies and the day of recognition 
held on October 3 when the fair hosted the North Carolina Agriculture Commis¬ 
sioner, James Graham. On Sunday, October 1, a non-denominational worship ser¬ 
vice was held in the grandstand and the fair chaplain was allowed to use the grand¬ 
stand for gospel singing groups to perform from 1:30 to 5.00 p.m. 

11. CHRISTIAN WOMEN’S JOB CORPS: ■ . 

Mrs. Cindy Hord is the volunteer site coordinator for the Kings Mountain Baptist 
Association CWJC. Twenty-three mentors have been trained to work with mentorees. 
This ministry of WMU is designed to give women going from a lifestyle of depen¬ 
dency a handup on their way to self-sufficiency through mentoring, prayer, and Bible 
study. 
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12. FRIDAY LUNCH PROGRAM: 

The number of meals served to the hungry and homeless through the soup kitchen 
- by volunteers from KMBA churches - at First Shelby on Fridays was 1036. Assist¬ 
ing in serving were 210 volunteers. 

13. VOLUNTEER RECEPTIONISTS AND CLOTHING ROOM WORKERS: 

There are sixteen volunteers who assist regularly in the CCM office as reception¬ 
ists. Twelve people volunteer on a weekly basis in the clothing room.

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CHURCH DEVELOPMENT DIRECTOR 


Kings Mountain Baptist Association is an exciting group of people. Scattered throughout 
the county, our churches are keeping worship, Bible study, discipleship, and missions alive 
and vibrant. Over the past several months, I have had the opportunity for the first time in my 
life to visit a host of churches and study with a number of Sunday School classes. Although 
each church is different (and there is a wide variety of churches), there is a common denominator 
that ties them together to do kingdom work. That common element is the lordship of Jesus 
Christ. From traditional to contemporary, churches who are in love with Jesus can work together 
in His kingdom. 

Coming Together in Training 

One evidence of this bond is the terrific response of our churches in coming together for 
training during the past year. Christian Freedom, a dynamic church in our Grover group, used 
our Sunday School team to help them fine-tune their Sunday School last winter. Each time 
our Sunday School team does a consultation, it learns something that can be used in the next 
church that takes advantage of the process. Any interested church can contact Joe Collins at 
KMBA or David Blanton, our KMBA Sunday School Director, for more details about how 
the consultation process works. 

Other training events called churches together throughout the year. In the spring, many 
churches came together at Polkville Baptist and Elizabeth Baptist to learn about changes that 
took place in Sunday School literature this fall. Later in the spring, Vacation Bible School 
workers from across the association met at Boiling Springs Baptist. In August, our missions 
training at Elizabeth Baptist and Sunday School workshop at Eastside in Shelby saw rooms 
overflowing with saints eager to learn how to do a better job at leading in their own churches. 
Training together in Jesus’ name is an opportunity and a blessing that churches in our association 
have not neglected. 

Working Together in Missions 

Another evidence of a “tie that binds” is active involvement in missions. This year, 
members of our association have literally covered the globe. They built churches, restored 
flooded homes, taught children the Bible, shared Jesus in word and deed, cared for the hungry, 
and were the hands and heart of Jesus in every hemisphere of the world. As I have compiled 
pictures and summaries of mission trips, I have noticed that there are more and more people 
crossing church lines to do mission work. It is so exciting to see churches challenging each 
other and joining together to do missions. My prayer is that this trend will grow and we will 
see ever-increasing numbers going out to the hurting places of the world: 

Four churches led the way in setting up a relationship with Conemaugh Valley Association 
in Altoona, Pennsylvania this past summer. Flint Hill, Dover, Lawndale, and Carpenter’s 
Grove joined forces and impacted a multi-county area with the Gospel through the media of 
construction, Bible clubs, clowning, and puppetry. The experiences of these churches have 
led us to consider going back to Pennsylvania again with other churches from our association. 
Churches who do missions together form a bond despite diversity. Let’s continue to work 
together in the uttermost parts of the world. 

Our churches also did mission work right here at home. Of special note is the 160+ youth 
and youth leaders who pitched in during the United Way Day of Caring doing carpentry, 
painting, sports clinics, backyard Bible clubs, and community cleanup among other things. 
(More details are in the Youth Committee Report.) We can celebrate the fact that our churches 
reach into the community with the care and love of Christ. 
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Sharing Resources 

Our unity can also be seen in the way our churches share resources. Of course, there 
is a lot of borrowing and lending between churches, making good use of the resources 
God allows us to manage, but churches also give so that the KMBA might provide certain 
resources to churches who could not otherwise afford them. Two such resources now 
available are the Mapping Center and a new video projector. The Mapping Center contains 
white page listings, maps, and demographics all in an easy-to-use computer program. It 
can be a very helpful tool to help churches organize for surveys and other forms of outreach. 
Come by and talk with Joe Collins about how your outreach program might benefit from 
this tool. 

It has been years in coming, but churches can now check out a projector that can be 
used with video and or computer. It is a wonderful ministry tool for which our churches 
have been asking for several years. Churches will need to reserve the projector ahead of 
time and return it as soon as they are finished with it. I expect that this resource will be in 
great demand. 

Furthermore, we hope to have another resource in place soon that will be used a 
great deal. Jeremy Absher, a Gardner-Webb Divinity student presently serving as an intern 
in our office, is assisting us in developing a website that we are projecting to be online by 
the end of the year. Besides making our presence known to others, this site will serve as 
a place where churches can get information to help them in their ministries and stay 
abreast of what’s going on across our association. 

Diversity is a fact in our association. We have big churches and little churches, 
traditional and contemporary, formal and informal. But we are joined in heart, the heart 
of God who wills that all will be saved and none perish. Thank you, KMBA, for your 
support and for the opportunity to serve you this year.

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EVANGELISM COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Evangelism Committee recommended to the Kings Mountain Baptist Association 
at the October 1998 goals for baptisms over the next three years: 800 baptisms in 1998- 
99; 900 baptisms in 1999-00; 1000 baptisms in 2000-01. 

Out churches reported 702 baptisms for 1998-99 and 755 baptisms for 1999-2000. 
Though our goals have not yet been realized we praise God for every soul that has come 
into the Kingdom of God over the past two years and would like to thank our local churches 
for their outreach and witnessing efforts. The Evangelism Committee encourages each 
church in our Association to keep evangelism as a priority as we strive to reach a baptist 
goal of 1000 in 2000-2001! 

The Evangelism Committee also worked with the six groups of churches within our 
Association to gather for prayer rallies as was done in 1999. All six groups made plans to 
meet in January 2000 but because of inclement weather the dates had to be changes. 
Consequently, only four groups of our churches were able to work out an alternate date 
(the Grover Group, the Kings Mountain Group, the Lattimore Group, and the Waco Group). 
Each of these four groups of churches indicated that their fellowship was strengthened 
and the priority of evangelism was reaffirmed. The Evangelism Committee has not planned 
a formal meeting of the six groups of churches for 2001 as we did for 1999-2000. However, 
we would encourage our groups of churches to meet from time to time for fellowship and 
prayer with an emphasis on evangelism. 

The Evangelism Committee also helped to support the local area-wide crusades in 
May of this year: The Crossroads Crusade held at Bums High School and the Celebrate 
Jesus Crusade (Tent Meeting) on the grounds of Bethware School. Most of the public 
decisions made were first-time commitments. 

The Evangelism Committee will host an Associational Prayer Rally January 22-23, 
2001 to be led by Dr. Gregory Frizzell from Memphis, Tennessee. More information 
concerning this rally will be published in upcoming issues of The Beacon. Also, our 
Association will partner with Elizabeth Baptist Church in bringing the Power Team 
evangelistic group to our area next year April 25-29, 2001. 

The Evangelism Committee encourages our churches to take advantage of the 
resources available through our Association office and staff, such as: the Mapping Center 
for Evangelism, Prayer Walk video, gospel tracts, etc. Our committee encourages all of 
our churches to continue praying to the Lord of harvest to send out laborers into His 
harvest.

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EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Executive Committee met in a called meeting on November 22,1999 to hear the 
recommendation from the Search Committee for a Church Development Director that 
Joe Collins be called as our Church Development Director. On December 13, 1999 
messengers from the churches met at Eastside Baptist Church in Shelby to act on the 
recommendation and Joe Collins was unanimously called as our Church Development 
Director. He began his ministry with us on December 15, 1999. 

The Executive Committee met March 20, 2000 and made a motion to recommend to 
the messengers in the April Biannual Meeting that we begin our Counseling Ministry as 
a shared mnistry with the Counseling Center of Charlotte and that Dr. Gary McFarland 
become our counselor. This was approved by the messengers and the process to secure 
site for the Counseling Ministry was begun. This ministry started on August 1, 2000 in 
space provided by First Baptist Church, Shelby. During this meeting the Executive 
Committee also appointed an ad hoc committee to study capital improvement needs for 
the Association. 

The Executive Committee met on June 20, 2000 and approved a recommendation to 
use $7,750 from our Contingency Fund to pave and stripe our parking lot. The committee 
also acknowledged that our two year partnership with Bonnie Doughtie - ISC missionary 
to South Africa - would end September 15, 2000 and the Association would no longer 
receive or hold gifts to the “Bonnie Doughtie Fund.” 

The Executive Committee met on August 29, 2000 and accepted the resignation of 
Ms. Recca Bingham as Clerk Treasurer and Rev. Olin Bynum as Vice-Moderator. The 
committee expressed appreciation to both of the individuals. The committee also expressed 
appreciation to long-time former parliamentarian, Mr. Joe Mauney. The committee also 
approved by-law changes and a purpose statement change that was printed in The Beacon 
thirty days prior to the Biannual Meeting. Messengers will act on these proposed changes 
during the Biannual Meeting. 

The committee recommends that the following serve on a Counseling Ministry

Baptist Church, Kings Mountain; Mr. John Rudasill, Union Baptist Church.

The Kings 
Mountain Association began in 1851 when thirteen churches came out of the Broad 
River Association to form the Kings Mountain Association. The story of the Kings 
Mountain Association is a story of Christians dedicated to missions, evangelism and 
education as they promote the Kingdom of God. 

The Association exists to serve the churches and help the churches cooperate to 
do things collectively that would be more difficult to do alone. The story of the 
Association beginning in 1851 with thirteen original churches is the story of an 
Association that has grown to seventy-nine churches. The Association in an earlier 
period covered a larger geographical area. As an example, a number of churches that 
are now a part of the Gaston Association once belonged to the Kings Mountain 
Association. 

The history of the Association cannot be told without telling some of the history 
of the churches. There could be no Association, State Convention or Southern Baptist 
Convention without the churches. Churches are where people are converted, grow 
and mature in Christ. Therefore, part of the book will consist of a short history of 
each church accompanied by a picture of the present church building and pastor. We 
appreciate the fine way in which many of the churches have provided the committee 
with this material. We are still lacking some or all of this material from some churches. 
Please get this material to us immediately. We want all of the churches to be included.

Comments: 

(1) PERSONNEL MATTERS: 

A. Salaries and housing utility allowances, plus the resultant changes in 
retirement have been increased by 4.5% for our staff. 

B. The North American Mission Board pays life insurance, disability insurance 
and all but $ 135 a month of medical insurance for our Church and Community 
Ministries Director. Our association pays the remaining portion as part of 
his salary. In 2001, we will receive $1880 toward the salary, expenses, etc. 
of our Church & Community Ministries Director. This amount is deducted 
from our total budget of $428,489 and adjusts our budget needs for 2001 to 
$426,609. 

C. The Annuity Board has announced a 22% increase in health insurance rates 
for 2001. Our Church Development Director is covered by this insurance. 

D. The Association pays all of our Church Development Director’s social 
security medicare because he is a non-ordained employee. 

(2) Church and Community Ministries was increased by $4000 to provide funding 
for two new ministries - Christian Women’s Job Corp and Parish Nurse Ministry. 

(3) Housing allowance for Bonnie Doughtie ($6000) was removed as our partnership 
with her ends. Mission Partnership was increased by $2000. 

(4) Our Counseling Ministry started on August 1, 2000. The $10000 is the same 
amount as the 2000 budget. This is used to pay for travel reimbursement and 
telephone service for our counselor, client subsidy, subsidy for clients unable to 
pay, and printing and office supplies. 

(5) The 2001 proposed budget is a 3.5% increase over the 2000 budget.
